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Egypt Snows Prosperity @ Loan Deasion Hailed in China 


COTTON SPELLS 
PROSPERITY TO 
EGYPT'S PEOPLE 


Lord Kitchener's; Report Wants 
Permanent Reserve Fund in 
Case Price of Fiber Drops 
and Affects the Country 


BUDGET HAS SURPLUS 


(Special to the Monitor) 
LONDON—The second report of Lord 


Kitchener as his majesty’s agent and 
consul general, dealing with the finances, 
administration, and condition of Egypt 
and the Sudan in 1912, has just been is- 
sued as a White Paper. 

After noting with | satisfaction a 
marked diminution of party feeling and 
party strife, together with indications 
of a growing confidence in the govern- 
ment, Lord Kitchener goes on to con- 
sider the effect upon Egypt and 
Egyptian opinion of the war in the 
near east. The effects of the war, he 
says, were deeply felt here, and its re- 
sults came as a shock to the population 
of the country, where only a few of 
the most intelligent and far-seeing had 
any real conception of the deterioration 
that was sapping the strength of the 
suzerain power. 

The people, he continues, showed their 
warm sympathy with the Muhammadan 
combatants by subscribing liberally to 
the Red Crescent Society and sending 
large sums of money to the Turkish gov- 
ernment for the purpose of carrying on 
the war, but the people of Egypt gen- 


plete self-control and maintained this at- 

titude, in spite of the natural feeling 
roused by the sufferings of those of their 
co-religionists who were exposed to the 
hardships of war. 


Nation Depends on Cotton

is, in fact, he says, this partial depen- 
dence of the purchasing power of Egypt, 
as represented by her exports, the 
fluctuations in price of a single commodi- 
ty that renders her peculiarly liable to 
alternations of expansion and depres- 
sion. We must hear in mind, therefore. 
that the level of prosperity which ned 
country has now reached reposes a 
very considerable measure on the main 
tenance of the price cotton, which | 
has prevailed during the past few vears. 

[In view of this and other possibilities, 
Lord Kitchener considers that it is neces- 
féary, While maintaining strict economy 
in ordinary expenditure, so to regulate 
extraordinary expenditure as to leave a 
permanent balance in the reserve fund for 
use in case of emergency. 

If the government, he continues, be re- 
proached with their failure to reduce the 
public debt in the course of the last 30 
years, it may be replied that the economic 
regeneration of the country has been 
meanwhile secured by national expendi- 
ture of a capital nature, which, although 
it has not had that result, might well 
have justified an increase in the public 
debt. Some £30,000,000 have been spent 
on public works and railways out of the 
resources of the country without re- 
course to foreign capita.

but not substantially altered by knowledge that for a youth of his 
vears and a man of his class, he seems wiser and more altruistic 
than it was thought he possibly could be. Nor will popular discus- 
sion of the ethics and sagacity of the system that makes such endow- 
ment of power possible stop with announcement that New York 
state's inheritance tax on the estate will bring into the treasury not 
far from $4,000,000, when all claims are satisfied. That is~as it 
should be, and the wonder is that with Great Britain's example before 
them American Jawmakers did not long ago fix upon this direct, 
unevadable form of taxation. 

Debate will probably pass on beyond the matter of distribu- 
tion ot the former property of John Jacob Astor or the use that 
his son will make of it, to query, How came the father to have so 
much to bequeath? Did he earn it? How far was it his by reason 
of unearned increment and through social values of land created by 
Manhattan's increase of population, strategic site, ete.? Asking 
which questions, of course, the questioners, ere they know it, will 
be tace to face with a problem of such nature that the longer it 
exists the nearer it becomes central in all discussions of social recon- 
struction. 

Beyond all other vast fortunes of America, that of the Astors 
stands for social enrichment of a family through the simple work- 
ings of laws that are in some cases economic and in others statutory. 
Discovery was made by the founder of the family that community- 
created values mounted steadily, rapidly, and invariably required 
little insight. But the policy that imposed upon his descendants 
tenacious retention of title and use of the lease system, was a stroke 
Midas-like in effect, as events turned out, but not a policy that was 
likely to benefit society at large as much as the Astors. Nor has it. 
Nor can it anywhere at any time. Probe to the bottom most of 
the political revolts of the hour and they rest usually on control bv 
ihe few of large areas of territory meant for the many.. If with 
immense wealth, created by social and not by personal endeavor, 
went a disposition to use it as steward, society at large would be 
less rebellious. But philanthropy is a palliative, not a corrective.

special library in connection with business Library 
concerns 1s rapidly coming into general use : aa 
and popularity. Nor is this use and popular- a 
ity confined to any particular lines of business but seems to run a 
pretty full gamut of commercial institutions. What would you say 
upon hearing that a brass manufactory had a library in connection 
with its business? Or that a company engaged in the manufacture 
of paper had occasion to use a library in running its affairs? This 
is not the only feature, however, which may be of surprise, for 
business houses of almost every description are not only using 
libraries for reference and information to be used in the conduct 
of their commercial enterprises but they are exchanging such intor- 
mation with others in collateral lines of trade. In some instances, 
indeed, these exchanges of information reach between the very anti- 
podes of trade industries, as for example the exchanges that are 
said to be going on continually between an organized system of 
banking libraries and a system of chemical libraries. Fairly remote 
from each other, banking and chemistry; vet each is covered by a 
complete library svstem giving every bit of information that could 
pertain to its subject. 

In connection with these systems there is a sort of clearing 
house for information, where experts gather news, live stuff trom 
professors, business experts and anv who may be in possession of 
knowledge on any subject, and this information 1s kept on tap, so 
to speak, to be supplied to any subscriber in answer to special inquiry 
for something outside the regular books. The analogy 1s that of 
making a request for a special credit rating trom a commercial 
agency and receiving information supplementing that contaimed in 
the printed reterence books. \ 

It is quite easy to suppose that almost any business may be 
helped by recourse, upon the part ot its head, to collected and digested 
information dealing with its various subjects, for no ones experience 
is quite so comprehensive but that the experience of others nught 
add to it and be of assistance. Ihe time-saving teature also enters 
into this library service system to a great extent, and it 1s claimed for 
it that information mav be had merely through reference to its 
volumes or by calling up the clearing house, such as, in the old way, 
would occasion delays all along the line. These special library sys- 
tems seem the logical outcome of the general tendency toward spe- 
cialization in all things.

the Legislature to have them removed and considered as a separate 
measure commits the state to the rider process of lawmaking. It 
IS a practise that has too many possibilities of mischief and of 
serious harm to permit its adoption in the state. 

In the case of the bill for the building of trolley roads in the 
western counties, the Legislature has committed itself to what is 
described as an immunity bath for the railroad company that stands 
charged with violation of the spirit if not the letter of Massachu- 
setts law as to the combination of railroads and street railways. 
There has been the desirable object in view of providing regions now 
untouched by railroads with the means of transportation. It is 
claimed for the act that it is protected at every point against abuse 
and the extent of these provisions-is ftself evidence of the dubious- 
ness Of the whole project. A measure of less questionable merit 
would have less need of the extraordinary safeguards. ‘The rail- 
road company will proceed to its task of building the trolley lines, 
if it ever does proceed, under full and well-armed guards. ‘The 
great concern of the state is that the trolley act shall not be taken 
as settling the state’s policy as to the uniting of the electric roads 
with the railroads. It is a measure that should stand on its own 
merits and shoulder its own faults. The partnership it establishes 
must be limited to the projects that -are listed in the act, leaving the 
people free to hold the railroad company to respect for the policy 
of the state and. for its written laws. 

Here then are two measures, the most comspicuous in the year’s 
output, that have to be tolerated because of the portions of worth 
they contain but are so far infractions of safe methods of lawmaking 
or compromises of sound policy that there is need to insist that 
neither shall be regarded as establishing standards for the future.

othcials. Such clouds as hover on the horizon now come from the 
ditheulties created by organized labor and not from radical disagree- 
ment between the company which uses the subways and the general 
public and its official representatives. \When the necessity for exten- 
sion of the system of transportation, either by surface or subway 
routes, becomes clear there is no sucly period of delay contesting over 
details of route and of finance as New York, for instance, has 
recently been forced to endure. Consequently the gap between 
popular demand and rapid-transit accommodations is narrower in 
Boston than in New York, and this not only because the- problem 
is simpler but also because reasonable public supervision and control

Popular clamor should not lead to any premature abolition of 
such means of communication as now exist between Boston and the 
regions served by thts coming Malden subway. All forms may be 
needed, so unpredictable is the rise or fall of population of the region 
to be served. What may be done without the slightest reservation 
is to rejoice that no elevated structure is to extend bevond Sullivan 
square into the region of homes arising from the marshes along 
the sea and set among the forested hills that give beauty and charm 
to the northern suburbs.

the face of vetoes by the Governor, it 1s to 
be assumed that there are merits so great and 
defects so trifling that it is justified in its 
course. No credit need be given to the theory 
that the Legislature and the Governor are 
in a state of war and that the scoring of 
points is proceeding regardless of the worth or need of particular 
legislation. Nevertheless questions remain as to the soundness of 
the two bills and there is reason to subject them to examination even 
though they have been placed beyond reach. 

In the bill reorganizing the supervision of the railroads, there 
were placed during the progress of the measure two sections that 
ereatly and somewhat doubtfully extend the issuance ot bonds by 
the railroads. The soundness of this feature is yet to be determined. 
It is at best questionable. But, regardless of the merit or’ demerit 
of the sections, they are distinctly foreign to the bill in its original 
purpose. They are riders, imposed, according to the Governor, by 
the railroads as the price of their consent to the legislation—as 
though the consent of the railroads were necessary to legislation pro- 
viding for their control! Whatever the authorship, the refusal of 
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haunts of promiscuous companies of youths, the playgrounds may 
defeat the aims of citizens who planned them as agencies of civic 
uplift. 

Towns that have early seen the need of supervision and the 
possibilities that le in coordination otf other civic agencies with the 
town playground, have nothing but praise for the supervised sport 
center and play-resort. Used tor educational purposes and as train- 
ing ground for youth in the virtues of obedience, loyalty, fair play 
and truth, the playground is admirable.
